GENTLEMEN :—I have the honor to ac- 
knowledge the receipt of your note, invi- 
ling me to give you my opinion ‘‘as to 
the legality of President Grant’s action 
in the case of Governor Kellogg, and the 
recent troubles in-the state of Louisi- 


Notwithstanding the pressure of pro- 

fessional engagements, | cannot hesitate 

to comply with your request. ‘The sub- 

ject is one of national importance, and it 

ulfects especially the fortunes of the peo- 
ple of the southern states. 

It is almost impossible to regard the 

question in what Lord Bacon styles ‘“‘a 
dry light,” Questions of far less mo 

ment have precipitated nations into revo- 
lution, and kindled the fierce flames of 
civil war. ‘To-day there is a powerful 
appeal made to the passions of the south- 
ern people. Men who seek to lead the 
great parties that confront each other, 
and contend for the control of the gov- 
ernment, treat the question as a political 
one without the slightest reference to 
constitutional law, 

It is impossible to form a, just opinion 
of the action of the president in regard to 
the interference in the affairs of Louisiana 
without epplying to the facts of the case 
the principles of constitutional law. 

We must look to the structure of the 
government of the United States; and 
observe the powers conferred and the 
duties enjoined on the president by the 
constitution and acts of congress. The 
constitution confers upon the general 
government the right to intervene in the 
affairs of a state when certain crises 
occur. It is a remarkable power, and 
seems at first view to be in conflict with 
our system of free government; but it 
was vested in the United States by the 
framers Of the constitution as a part of 
the original streeture. 

‘The United States shall guarantee to 
every state in this union a republican 
form of government, and shall protect 
each of them against invasion, and on 
application of the legislature, or of the 
executive (when the legislature cannot be 
convened) against domestic violence.” — 
Con. U. S., art. 4, see. 4. 

It is to be observed that the language 
of the constitution is imperative. Noth- 
ing is left to discretion. ‘‘Shall” is the 
word employed—a word of power, of 
wuthority, of command, 

If the state government be threatened, 
or subverted by domestic violence, and 
the executive, when the legislature can 
not be convened, call upon the United 
States for aid in suppressing the insurrec- 
tion, an exigency has arisen which must 
be met by the intervention of the govern- 
mient, 

Mr. Madison vindicated the wisdon of 
this provisioy of the constitution in one 
of his ablest papers. ‘‘At first view, it 
might scem not to square with the repub- 
lican theory, to suppose, cither that a 
majority have not the right, or that a 
minority will have the force too subvert 
a government; and comsequently, that 
the federal interposition can never be re- 
quired Lut when it would be improper. 
Sut theoretic reasoning in this, as in 
most other cases, must be gaialitied by 
the lessons ef practice. Why “may not 
illicit combinations for purposes of 
violence be formed as well by a majority 
of a state, especially a small state, as by 
u majority of acounty, ora district of the 
same state; and if the authority of the 
state ought in the latter case to protect 
the local magistracy, ought not the feder- 
ul authority in the former to support the 
stute authority? Insurrections ina state 
Wiilrarely induce a federal interposition, 
unless the number concerned in them, bear 
some proportion to the friends of gov- 
ernment. It will be much better, that the 
violence in such cases should be repressed 
by the superintending power, than that 
the majority should be left to maintain 
their cause by a bloody and obstinate 
contest. Among the advanteges of a 
confederate republic enumerated Ly 
Montesquieu, an important one is that 
should a popular insurrection happen in 
one of the states the others are able to 
quell it. Should abuses creep into* one 
part they are reformed by those that re- 
main sound. ‘fhe Federalist, No. 4%d. 

“Congress, by the act of February 
28, 1795, provided that) in case 
an iusurection in any state acninsi 
the government thereof, it) shutl be 
lawful for the president of the United 
States, on application of the legislature of 
such state or of the executive, when the 
legislature cannot be convened, to call 
forth such number of the militia of any 
other state or states as may be applied for 
as he may judge suilicient to suppress 
such insurrection. 

In the case of Luther vs Borden, Chief 
Justice Taney, in delivering the opinion 
ofthe supreme court, said: 

“By this act the power of deciding 
whether the exigency had arisen upon 
which the government of the United 
States is bound to interfere is given to the 
president. He is to act upon the ap- 
plication of the legislature, or of 
the executive, and consequently he 
must determine what body of men con- 
stitute the legislature, and who is the 
governor, before he can act. The fact 
that both parties claim the right to the 
government, cannot alter the case, for 
both cannot be entitled to it. If there is 
an armed conflict, like the one of which 
we are speaking, it is a case of domestic 
violence, and one of the parties must be 
in insurrection against the lawful govern- 
ment. And the president must, of ne- 
nessity, decide which is the government, 
and which party is unlawfully arrayed 
against it, before he can perform the du- 
ty imposed upon him by the act of con- 
gress.”—7 Howard's Roport.
